Program is managed in Alabama by 
the Narcot) 
the Alabarna Department of Public 
Safety. Alabama has been a partici- 
pant in the program since 1982 
Program administrators cited flood 
ing in the state's southern region as 
a contributing factor in the reduced 
number of marijuana plants eradi 
cated last year as compared to previ 
ous years, They also said that many 
growers are planting smaller plots in 
an effort to avoid detection. 
Although the number of plants erad- 
icated was down from previous 
years’ totals, arrests in connection 
with the eradication program 
increased by S51 percent, from 64 
arrests in 1997, to 97 arrests record- 
ed last year 

The eradication effort in Alabama 
vets its official start in early May, as 
the growing season for marijuana 
generally spans the period from 
early spring until approximately the 
first frost 

The program involves a team effort 
of federal, state, and local law 
enforcement agencies and the 
Alabama National Guard. National 
Guard and state trooper pilots pro- 
vide aerial support for the program, 
and ground crews seek out and 
destroy the marijuana, It also relies 
on private residents’ reports of sus- 
pected marijuana growing.

888-765-8765, is available for 
reporting the location of suspected 
marijuana plots or other illegal drug 
activity in Alabama.

Both victims were taken to Elba 
General Hospital, treated and later 
transferred to Southeast Alabama 
Medical Center in Dothan where 
they were listed in stable condition 

Authorities identified the two vic- 
tims as Robert Earl Hooks, 20, and 
Tony Hooks, 23, who both reside at 
Route | Box 47, Elba, AL. 

Senn said that an arrest has been 
made in connection with the shoot- 
ing. Martin Lamar Caldwell, 19, of 
Elba was arrested and charged with 
two (2) counts of assault in the first 
degree and placed in the Coffee 
County jail. He was taken into cus 
tody by officers shortly after the 
shooting without incident in Elba,
